DUE TOMORROW NIGHT 


Locomotives on Way to 
Service on §S.-P. Line. 


The “Prosperity Special,” a train 
of 20 giant oil-burning locomotives, 
being delivered to the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad by the Baldwin Loco- 
motive Works, is due to arrive in 
East St. Louis over the Pennsylvania 
lines at 6 p. m. Monday, and to 
remain in the Terminal yards near 
Twenty-first and State streets all day 
Tuesday for public inspection. 

The train, the largest single train 
of locomotives ever sent across the 
country, is nearly half a mile in 
length and weighs more than 6000 
tons, exclusive of the pulling and 
pushing engines used to move it. 


not under its own power, will be in 
charge of an experienced engineer. 
The locomotives, with tender, are 
nearly 100 feet long, and weigh 621,- 
000 pounds each. 

The train left Philadelphia May 
26, and is following a devious route 
to avoid bridges not able’ to bear 
its weight .and to miss tunnels too 
narrow for passage. The train 
moves by day only. 

Lays Over in East St. Louis 


After remaining in the Terminal 
yards at East St. Louis for inspec- 
tion from 8 a. m. to 6 or 6 p. m. 
Tuesday, the locomotives will be 
plated in the Cotton Belt yards for 
movement south over that line 
Wednesday. Delivery will be made 
to the Southern Pacific in Texas. An- 
other train of 20 and one of 10 lo- 
comotives, to complete the Southern 
Pacific’s order of 50, are to leave

SKY WRITING APPEARS 


Airplane With Smoke Device 
Spells Out ‘‘Daily Mail” .as 
Derby Crowd Watches, 


Fy the Asseociated Press. 
LONDON, June 


Mail has introduced “sky writing” 
as a new means of advertising. The 
writing is done by an airplane 
equipped with a smoke producing 
device and an automatically con- 
trolled ejecter. 

The first experiment was made 
over Epsom Downs on Derby Day, 
and it was so successful that great 
possibilities are seen in the enter- 
prise. 


The throngs along the race course 
first saw what appeared to be a 
long, slender, blackish cloud marring 
the otherwise clear sky. As they 
watched, however, they saw the grad- 
ual formation of the letter ‘D” 
against the sky. A moment later a 
second letter took shape. 

, he crowds, mystified as to how 
the letters were anchored itn space, 
used powerful glasses with which 
they were just able to see the air- 
plane, a mere dot emitting great 
clouds of smoke during its skillfully 
manuevered flight. The letter re- 
mained clearly defined for more than 
five minutes. 

The nine letters. composing the 
sign “DAILY MAIL” had  0been 
spelled backwards so that they would 
face the crowds below in their prop- 
er p@sition. 
a carefully planned flight, during 
which millions of cubic feet. of smoke 
were ejected. The smoke trail com- 
posing the letters was ten miles long 
and the completed sign was three 
‘miles wide and two and one-half 
‘miles from the ground. It was visi- 
‘ble over more than 80 square miles 
of territory.

Static and Storm Centers. 

Plans for the study of static, so 
troublesome to the radio fan, in con- 
nection with its possible relation to 
' storm centers, have been announced 
'by the Navy Department for the 
/coming summer months. All radio 
-compass stations, especially those 
-along the Southern and gulf coasts, 
will co-operate with the Weather 
Bureau in taking radio-compass 
bearings on all static disturbances 
three times daily, in an effort to de- 
termine whether or not there is any 
connection between the center of 
electrical disturbances and the cen- 
ters of storms. If this {is found to be 
the case, it is said that storms orig- 
inating off the southeastern coast 
can be followed every foot of their 
progress up the gulf or coast and 
forecasts sent in advance of them to 
the sections of the country which 
they will touch. The new static 
schedule went into effect May 20, at 
the Hampton Roads air station, re- 
ports on the quantity, intensity and 
bearing of atmospheric static being 
received by telegraph from naval 
compass stations, at Hog Island, Vir- 
ginia Beach and Poyer’s Hill daily at 
8 a. m., noon and 4 p. m.

Radio Wins Out in Test. 

A recent test conducted by Ship- 
ping Board representatives at San 
Francisco to determine the more ef- 
ficient and economical method of 
handling communication between 
points gave the honors to radio. 
After a two weeks’ trial with similar 
messages sent between San Francis- 
c@and Los Angeles, San Diego, 
Portland, Seattle and Tacoma, the 
average time elapsed between filing 
messages at Shipping Board offices 
and the receipt of same by addres-. 
sees for wire lines averaged 87 min- 
utes, whereas the average was only 
83 minutes via commercial radio cir- 
cuits. The traffic cost was be- 
tween 40 and 60 per cent less using 
radio communication, with the re- 
sut that moet of the coastwise traffic 
is now being given to the radio cir- 
cuit, although some difficulty may 
be encountered with summer static.

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-eause he can shut it off ss 


R: ALEXANDER GRAHAM BELL, in- 

ventor of the telephone, is a living proof 

that one may have too much of a good 

thing. Dr. Bell has exiled the telephone 

from his home. He has had the instru- 

ment taken out and his name removed 

from the telephone directory. He is an- 

poyed to find one in his room when he goes to a 

hotel. In his old age-—he is 75—he expends more or 

jess time and energy in sidestepping this creation of 

his youth. He is not, and for years has not been, on 

‘terms with his own child, the illustrious 

48-year-old device, patented on his twenty-ninth birth- 

day in 1876, for vocal communication between distant 

points. He is proud of his offspring, but considers it 
a bore. 

Millions of people send and receive billions of voca) 
messages each year by telephone, acclaiming it as one 
of the most useful of human contrivances, but trying 
at times. Commercially and socially, it is in wellnigh 
gniversal use. Since the time when, about four decades 
ago, it began to win acceptance as a practical device, 
the telephone has suffered no setbacks in its rapid 
strides to world-wide popularity. Yet the man who 
gave this wonder to the world admitted the other day 
that as an individual he had no use whatsover for it. 


The world wondered why. A writer for the Post- 
Dispatch Sunday Magazine visited Dr. Bell at his home 
in Washington and asked him why. Though he did 
not employ exactiy those words, he might have said, 
“Too much of a good thing,” for that, in substance, is 
the correct answer. Dr. Bell is surfeited, he is fed up, 
he has had the telephone dinged in.o his ears for*near- 
ly half a century, and the thing has become a bore 
to him. The dinging that annovs him is of two kinds, 
the ting-a-ling-ling of the little bell on the instrument. 
and the dong-dong-dong of the talk of admirers who. 
everywhere he goes, greet him as the inventor of the 
telephone. 

Authors of famous poems or novels sometimes suffer 
similarly. John Hay, for instance, though secretly 
he was proud of them, was annoyed because his Pike 
County ballads. easy-written efforts of his youth, fol- 
lowed him with persistent dinging until his death. He 
had written many other things of merit and had done 
great work in diplomacy, yet “Little Breeches’ was 
flaunted in his face until it became almost like a red 
rag waved at a bull. Dr. Bell, whose best-known cre- 
ation is the telephone, has invented other useful things 
and has conferred permanent good upon afflicted man- 
kind through his studies in teaching speech to the 
deaf, yet the too-vocal telephone which he created in 
his twenties has pursued him until] it has got on his 
herves. 

The venerable inventor has no grouch against the 
telephone He belongs not to that wide circle of im- 
patient “subscribers’’ or borrowers who think or utter 
expletives because they can’t get the number called, 
Or because they are cut off in the midst of converse, 
Bane or inane. Dr. Bell realizes to the full the superla- 
tive usefulness of his invention, but he feels that that 
is no reason why he should permit it to invade his 
privacy, keep him awake at night, or follow 
him forever, a voiceful Nemesis, dinging at him 
When he wants to talk or think. of something 
else. He is e2ood-natured about it, but all the 
fame he desires that it be understood, as the 
interviewer gathered. that personallv he prefers to be 
Phoneless. His long life has been active, and after he 
discovered the secret of speech transmission by wire, 
back in 1874. he transferred his interest to other labors. 
Success with the telephone was but the starting point of 
bew researches. 

Incidentally, it is of interest to suggest here that 
One reason why Dr. Bell successfullv evades telephonic 
annoyance in his own home is that Mrs. Bell is deaf 
and therefore does not demand the convenience which 
Most housewives regard as necessary. Of still wider in- 
terest is the reasonable assumption that but for the 
inventor's devotion to the work of teaching the deaf to 
Speak he probably would not have created the tele- 
Phone. When he was 24 years old he opened the 
School of Vocal Physiology at Boston University and 
immediate] v became noted for his success in giving 
Yolce to deaf mutes. He had followed that line of 
teaching in London, when a mere youth, as had his 
father. Put young Bell conceived the idea of a musical

Bell got busy with other 
things. He discovered 
the principle of the 
wireless when Marconi, 
the young Italian who 
brought it to practical 
use, was but 2 years old. 
He discovered, also, how 
to send the voice over 
a ray of light. He 
helped to develop the 
graphophone and the 
art of flying. 


History records that 
in 1880 Bell invented 
the photophone; jn 1881 
an induction “balance with magneto-electric tele- 
phone for painlessly locating bullets or other metal- 
lic masses lodged in the human body; the tele- 
phone probe, to determine the position and depth of 
metallic masses in the human body; the spectrophone, 
for determining the range of audibility of different sub- 
stances in the spectrum. 

In 1884-86 he was the joint inventor of the grapho- 
phone and flat-disc records for recording and repro- 
ducing speech, music and other sounds, which was “the 
commercial origin of the sound-producing art;” in 
1903 tetrahedral kites and kite structures; in 1903-08, 
joint inventor in a number of improvements designed 
to promote aerial locomotion. Recently he has been 
experimenting with submarine chasers and motor boats. 

The other day Dr. Pell chuckled and roared when 
he was told the people wanted to know what he had 
against the telephone. 

“There it is again,” he said, when this interviewer 
asted him about it. He puffed out his cheeks and 
made his eyes large, as grandfather might do to mimic 
the surprise some little joke has caused his grandson. 

“I just can’t get away from it,” he continued, draw- 
ing at a fire-scarred pipe. “The telephone has been 
dinging and dinging and dinging into my ears, year in 
and vear out. I thought 1 was through with it a long 
time ago. Here you come 48 years afterward and ask 
me to tell you about the telephone and why I don’t 
want to see it. 

“You know, a thing gets so after awhile you just 
can’t stand it any longer. Did vou ever hear the 
story of the little boy who was so anxious to get into 
the candy store? He saw the shelves all filled with 
candy and thought if he could just get inside and eat 
as much as he wanted he would be satisfied. He want- 
ed to get in so bad that one day he did. He ate and 
ate until he gorged himself and it made him sick. 
That is the way it was with me. I was like that little 
boy. I had enough of the telephone dinging and ding- 
ing into my ears. 

“Why, I just couldn’t get away from it. There was 
a telephone everywhere I went. It even followed us 
into the bedroom at the hotel. There was no getting 
away, no privacy. Of course, it didn’t bother my wife, 
for she is deaf. But it took the place of an electri¢ 
button that used to be in the hotels. She used to be 
able to push the button when she wanted anything 
once for a messenger, twice for ice water, or some- 
thing of that kind. But now she finds only the tele- 
phone—and she can’t hear.” 


Dr. Bell roared again at this incongruity. “But for 
me the telephone just kept right on dinging,” he re- 
sumed. “One time we decided to go to Italy for a rest. 
Everywhere we went it was the same. We found a 
telephone. So finally I said: ‘Let's go away some- 
where to a little town where they never heard of it.’ 
We picked out a little place, I forget the name, and 
went there at once. We found a hotel and a room that 
was without a telephone, and we thought then we 
could enjoy ourselves at last with a little quiet. 


“Lo and behold! there came a knock at the door. 
I answered it, and what should I find but a card with 
the name of a man on it and under the name these 
words: ‘Compagnie telephonique.’ ” 

Dr. Bell recently adopted the radio and is getting 
along nicely. He enjoys the radio. He can shut it off 
when he gets tired. 

“We have our radio set right upstairs,” he said. “I 
ren onlv hear the messages that are sent out locally. 
When I go to my place in Nova Scotia for the summer 
I hope to get a larger set, one that will have a radius 
of at least 500 miles, to keep us in touch with Boston. 

‘The wireless, you know, is not new. I! discovered 
it back in 1877. I made me a set.” 

This was his next big undertaking after inventing 
the telephone. 

“I was living here in Washington,” he continued. 
“I rowed a boat up the Potomac to Chain Bridge and 
dropped a couple of wires with copper plates on their 
ends over the side into the water. On the boat there 
was a telegraph key between the wires. Then I rowed 
in another boat down the river a short distance and

dropped two other wires overboard and had a receiving 
set connected with them. 

“I left a boy in the other boat to work the tele- 
graph instrument. As he pressed the key, breaking 
and closing the circuit, the sounds were sent distinctly 
through the air to the wires on my boat. Finally, ! 
found we could transmit the sounds a great deal farther 
down the river, as far down, in fact, as the Washington 
Monument, which was a mile to one and a half miles 
away. 

“Later I made an experiment in England and sent 
messages across the Thames. ! took two pokers—yes, 
just ordinary fire pokers like you see there—and drove 
them into the ground on one side of the river with a 
sending instrument between them. On the other side 
of the river I drove down two more pokers with a re- 
ceiving set between them. We got the messages plain- 
ly across the river. Then I began experiments with 
the photophone.” 

Here Dr. Bell announced his surprise that the’ pho- 
tophone had not come into popular use, and explained 
it probably was due to the fact that when he sold his 
telephone rights he also sold the rights to future in- 
ventions for transmitting speech. His photophone 
probably is stored away somewhere, placed there 
originally to prevent its competition with the tele- 
phone. 

“That probably is why you do not hear more of it,” 
Dr. Bell said, “for it is a most wonderful thing.” 

He found that a ray of light on a mirror vibrated 
in proportion to the voice directed against the back of 
the mirror and that the light would create a variable 
current in a selenium cell that would reproduce the 
human vyoice in a telephone. 

His first test was conducted with a man on top of 
a school building more than a block from his labora- 
tory. A ray of light flashed in the window and “All 
at once,” the inventor said, “! heard plainly the words, 
‘Bell, Bell, Bell, if you hear this, wave your hat out 
the window.’ And, of course, | waved my hat out the 
window.” 

Dr. Bell said the human voice can be thrown as far 
as a beam of light can be sent. 

“I whl tell vou something about the telephone you 
will not print,” he concluded, turning again to that. 
“It was invented in Canada, at Brantford, Ontario. The 
newspapers don’t print that. But it was produced for 
the first time in Boston. 

“I conceived the idea on a visit to my father. I had 
been teaching in Boston and was telling him-of some 
of the experiments I had made. Among them was the 
use of electricity in transmitting music. We conceived 
then and there the idea of transmitting the human 
voice.” 

As the word “telephone” already was in use, Dr 
Bell named his invention “the speaking telephone.” 

Of all his wide ranging among mysterious things 
there is one field he has not entered. He is leaving 
spiritualism to others. “I leave that,’ he said, “to 
Conan Doyle and Sir Oliver Lodge.”

Inventors Who Started as Watchmakers 


ATCHMAKING was the first step to most of 

the principal inventions that make modern 

industry what it is today, Carl W. Mitman, 

curator of the U. S. National Museum, de- 
clared at a meeting of the Horological Institute of 
America recently. 

James Watt. inventor of the separate condenser for 
the steam engine which resulted in the development of 
the true steam engine and began the replacement of 
hand power and appliances by mechanical devices, was 
first a watchma’er and then an instrument mater. 
George Stephenson, whose locomotive first definitely 
established the economic worth of steam transportation, 
although primarily an engine man and engineer, made 
extra money by repairing watches and clocks. 

Ottmar Mergenthaler, whose invention of the linotype 
machine makes the modern newspaper possible, emi- 
grated from Germany in 1872 with no capital but his 
completed apprenticeship as an expert watchmaker and 
$30 in cash.

IVING today in more or less merry) 
England is a very great novelist 
of the mid-Victorian era, who, in. 
his old age, has become a quite 
remarvable poet of the Georgian 
reien. Thomas Hardv, 82 years 
of age June 2, is by far the most 

shining link between the old days when liter- 
ature was largely a thing of joy and the new 
davs when it is considerably a thing of jazz. 

The millions who read fiction as a cat 
licks a milk bottle know not Thomas Hardy's 
tales. To them, as a fictionist, he is not and 
never was. Similarly, for such as peruse and 
praise the daily poem of the newspapers the 
virile verse_of Thomas Hardy's old age is, 
if anything whatsoever, but a.sealed crypt 
of silence. To assimilate Hardy, either in 
prose or in poetry, requires a hardy mental 
digestive apparatus—with no pun intended or 
implied. Yet this is not to insinuate that 
Hardy is hard reading, save as to some of his 
verse. For almost half a century his novels have 
been devoured and digested by a wide realm of readers. 
For the past 20 vears a much smaller bailiwick of 
browsers has nibbled at his verse, some of which is 
poetry, and there are those who are said to have tai‘en 
it in toto and digested the mass of it. 

Nearly a quarter of a ¢entury ago Mr. Hardy quit 
writing novels and turned to poetry. He left the fic- 
tion field at the very moment when he was accepted 
generally by competent appraisers as the foremost liv- 
ing novelist in England, the most worthy successor to 
the Hlustrious group which included George Eliot, 
Dickens, Thacveray and three or four others. The 
genius of George Meredith, his great contemporary, ap- 
pears to have been discovered or admitted then by only 
a few of the critics. 

Hardy was pre-eminent, he occupied the apex, and 
vet suddenly he ceased to produce fiction and at the 
age of 60 turned his amazing energy and indubitable 
ability to the creation of metrical literature, commonly 
called poetry. After 30 years as a successful novelist— 
successful in the highest sense of that term—-the Wes- 
sex Wizard astonished the literary world by his un- 
expected plunge into poetry, in which vast ocean he has 
moved, floundering sometimes and sometimes swim- 
ming strongly, ever since. 

Every now and then Mr. Hardy puts forth a book of 
verse. His metrical output bulks amazingly large. 
From all accounts that come across the waters he is 
just as active in that line at &2 as he was at 62, as he 
has been through a score of years. His powers as poet 
seem not to diminish. By some critics of letters he is 
hailed as an epochal poet, though none has been so bold 
as to predict that he ever will be a popular poet, in his 
lifetime or afterward. For that matter, he has not been 
a popular novelist, in the loose, latter-day definition 
of that adjective. His novels have been read and still 
are being read and doubiless will continue to be read 
much more widely than his poems, for reasons obvious 
to the average understanding. Nevertheless, as a poet 
Thomas| Hardy is but continuing his tas as’a novelist, 
which, reduced to its naked skeleton, apparently was 
that of expressing the manner in which Life fights 
Fate and is defeated. 

Mr. Hardy established a unique precedent in En- 
glish literature when he changed from prose to poetry 
a1 an age when the average writer is “written out,” 
and proved that he could use the vehicle of verse in his 
later years with a vigor that is astounding. But per- 
haps the most remarkable thing about his career is 
the noble consistency with which he stic’s, as a poet, 
to the ironic conception of human existence which he 
expressed in the somberly realistic tales he wrote be- 
(ween 350 and 60. In the poems this irony is accentu- 
ated, it is more acutely evident, decidedly more in- 
tentional, than in the novels: it is wellnigh sardonic. 

it was not to be expected that a man of Mr. Hardy’s 
years and experience should write verse like a youth 
to whom the world is a bright rosebud just’ beginning 
to open, life an engaging adventure just begun, love 
a thrillful anticipation. Nevertheless, there were those 
amongst his readers, men and women who knew “The 
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Return of the Native,” “The Mayor of Casterbridge,”’ 
“Tess of the D'Urbervilles” and “Jude the Obscure,” 
to name a quartet of his tremendous tales of the human 
trazedv, who hoped that he might give them in verse 
something a bit less tragic than these transcripts of life 
as life is lived by some humans. All such have suf- 
fered disappointment, for “the final useléssness of ex- 
istence” is the major note in the Hardy poetry. 

In fact, Mr. Hardy in his verse goes farther into the 
eloom-deeps than he went in his prose. Poems writ- 
ten in the past eight years, since’"he wedded his secre- 
tary, Miss Emily Dugdale, two years after the death 
of his first wife, indicate that the presence of a young 
helpmate has not wrought for betterment in this re- 
spect. In the poems, as in the novels, the sorrows and 
the sins of life. life’s futilitv, its almost malignant 
mechanism of tragedy as Hardy conceives it, continue 
to be the chief harpstrings played upon. 

In the novels this came about naturally, for Thomas 
Hardy was writing of life as a realist, and as an artist, 
and not (o supply happy endings as “dope” for non- 
thinking minds. In reading the poems one is inclined 
to suspect that now and then the venerable versifier 
plunks the tragic string with malice aforethought. 
However, as indicated, that noble consistency is to be 
edmired. One who got great joy from reading the 
novels, because they depicted life with proper attention 
to the somber hues, may find some modicum of satis- 
faction in discovering that it is the same old Thomas 
Hardy who is doing the poetry. Sy 

Mr. Lascelles Abercrombie, who wrote a few years 
ago a critical study of Thomas Hardy, in which he de- 
voted a generous share of space to the poems, makes 
this interesting observation: ‘Hardy, whose poems 
have only been a bye work of his artistic life, is in them 
more often disguising prose than transmuting it.” He 
says further: “No great poetry will leave us remem- 
bering what it said unless we also remember a good 
deal of how this was said; the how and the what are, 
indeed, inseparable.” 

From this it would appear that Mr. Abercrombie's 
estimate of Hardy’s poetry is unfavorable, though that 
is not the case at all, for he calls “The Dynasts,” 
Hardy's prodigious chronicle play which treats of the 
Napoleonic era, ‘“‘one of the most momentous achieve- 
ments of modern literature.” The same critic makes 
this definite estimate of the Napoleonic chronicle play: 
“It is the biggest, the most consistent and deliberate 
exhibition of fatalism in literature.” Again. Mr. 
Abercrombie says, in discugsing “The Dynasts” with 
regard to the purpose underlying the whole stupendous 
piece of writing: “This conception of the finai use- 
lessness of existence is the basis of the whole matter.” 
This critic expresses it’ as his private belief that the 


books of Thomas Hardy are “among the greatest things 


in modern literature.” Other recent critics. while not 
so superlative in their expressions, are pedestaling 
Hardy in the group which includes Goethe. to name 
but one of the immortals, and are predicting that after 
his death his fame will grow. 

The late Lionel Johnson, whose book, “The Art of 
Thomas Hardy,” written 30 vears ago, was the first 
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important critical estimate of the 15 now: 
then constituting the literary output of 
author, recognized, as have the later « 

the fatalistic trend of Hardy, but he said fy -

From time to time 
during his novel-writing days he wrote a bit of Verse, 
and some of these have appeared in the volumes pub 
lished since he forsook prose for poetry. Only oned 
his earlier pieces, a Wessex ballad written at the age 
24, survives. Grim hvmor and tragedy such as cole 
his novels appear in that early ballad, indicating that 
even in his youth the poetic trend of Hardy was & 
ward the same Egdon heathish conception which i 
bues his later verse. 

The same sombreness imbues the poems written da 
ing Hardy's years as a creative novelist. Such of thet 
as the poet has included in his books of verse pu 
lished since he forsook prose are dated with the yew 
of their composition.

UTURISM’S latest efflores- 
cence, the ‘Surprise Theater,” 
made Rome _ resound with its 
justly celebrated howls the 
other night, when the first per- 
formance according to the ‘new 
art’ was put on at the Sala 
Margherita, in the Italian cap- 
ital The audience saluted the 
actors with whistles, catcalls 
and over-ripe tomatoes. The 
thespians, whose preparedness 
did them credit, retorted with a 
barrage of ancient uit and decadent eggs, which had 
been heaped for emergencies in ammunition dumps in 
the wings, and which were hurled from the stage into 
the close ranks of the spectators like hand grenades 
One excited playgoer of an acrobatic turn mounted 


the rail of the balcony and ran around it on 


bis bands, brandishing his legs in the air and bellow- 
ing. Another leaped on the stage and promptly re- 
bounded into his tox. impelled by a kick from the 
rhythmic foot of Toto Fornari, futurist poet. Fornari 
and bis brother, Francesco Canguillo, and the high 
priest of futurism himself, F. T. Marinetti, then in- 
vaded the Philistines and impressed the new esthetic 
principles upon their backs by means of sound biows 
with canes. It was a grand night for Art. 

“Why all the uproar?’ a placid American devotee 
of the theater may inquire. Simply because Marinetti 
and his collaborator, Calderone, put on a delightful 
little bit of “surprise drama,” entitled “Toilet Music, 
and rejoicing in the following scenario: 

“The pedals of a biack upright piano are shod with 
g Womans elegant little gilded shoes. An actor. the 
pianos chambermaid, sweeps the keyboard with a 
feather duster, thus playing a tune. Another actor, 
the piano’s second chambermaid, cleans with a tooth- 
brush the pianc’s ivory teeth. On his knees a little 
hotel shoeblack. dressed in red, polishes the piano’s 
little gilded shoes.”’ 

For some moments there was silence, while the 
meanings of this petite masterpiece were sinking in 
Then a man in an orchestra seat, jumping up, shouted 
at Marinetti. who was sitting in a box: ‘“No' Yov 
are not crazy: you are driving us crazy’ Another, in 
the balcony, began hissing and clapping his hands with 
equal violence, at the same time. “There's the first 
Case Of madness'” shrieked a third, dashing in terror 
for the door. And then the storm broke. 

Another specimen of the “surprise drama” is called 
“Declamation of a War PFoem. With Voluptuous 
Tango.” It is also by Marinetti, and it was first played 
at the Dore Gallery in London. This is a literal trans- 
lation of the directions: 

“The poet declaims a war poem in words-at-liberty 
ipresumabiv free verse). The noises of cannonading, 
rifie-fire and rapid-fire guns are exactly imitated by 
Means of a bass drum and the hammering of invisible 
pieces of wood. At the same time two elegant dancers 
evening coat and decollette rose-colored gown) dance 
around the declaimer a languorous tango.” 

That is all. Marinetti adds a note: “This compene- 
ration of the soul cf the soldier, (warlike fury and 
voluptuous nostaigia) is an important futurist inven- 
tion. Everywhere in the most tumultuous halls it has 
had the prodigious power of nailing the admiration 
of the public. which, after listening to the declama- 
tion, has saluted the close with most enthusiastic ap- 
plause.”

Still another of Marinetti’s dramas is entitled “The 


Contract.’ The scene is a dimly lighted room, with a 
white bed just visible. Upon it M. Paul Dami is dying 
The dialogue ensues: 

“A Friend (enters and speaks to the chambermaid) 
Paul is dving; so there is no more hope 

‘Chambermaid: A shred of hope. The bullet pass 
through his lung 

“Friend: Tell me, was it really for that—-woman, 
that he Filled himself?

pieces, had, when first shown, the essential value of 
its amazing originality, pdesides its values of 
sition, rhythm. volume and color. Our knowledge ot 
this picture, and of the imitation and plagiarisms } 
provoked, have today destroyed its value as a surprise 
“The first thing we did was to glorify and renovate 
the Music Halil. Then our Synthetic Theater destroyed 
the oid theatrical technique which was made u 
verisimilitude at any cost. <ontinued lozic and gradu- 


ated preparation. Our Synthetic Theater created new 
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blends of trazedy and comedy, real mixed with un- 
real personages, compenetrations and simultaneit of 
time and espace, dramas of objects, dramatized dis- 
sonances, frontages of ideas, gestures, etc.” 

In addition, it appears, the “Surprise Theater’ has 
invaded music. The futurist musicians, Aldo Mantia. 
Mario Bartoceini, Vittoria Mortari and Franco Baldi. 
have contrive? “discussions” between pianist impro- 
visors and beiween piano and violoncello; they have 
also presented orchestral improvisations, with every 
instrument making up and playing whatever strikes 
him on the impulse of the moment 

The paintings of Toto Fornari were shown “ove: 
the footlights at the “Surprise Theater” in Rome: by 
the same method the pictures of Pasquatino Cangiul- 
lo, Marasco and Bermini were exhibited respectively 
in Napies, Florence and Milan. The movement, says 
Marinetti, has been taken up by the advance-guard 
society, “Art et Liberte,” in Paris and Geneva: and 
in Prague bv the Czecho-Slovak actors of the Svandoro 
Theater. . 

“Qur ‘Surprise Theater,” continues Marinetti. “has 
heen given by the Futurist Dramatic Comvany of De 
Angelis at Naples, Palermo, Rome, Florence, Genoa, 
Turin and Milan. and imposed itself upon audiences 
which were ‘diabolically gay, to quote the words of 
an unfavorable newspaper, ‘Il Giorno’ of Naples

At first nobody knew the identity of ‘lhe seif-slain 
gray suit of well-tailored clothes, and wore a soft 
collar with silken tie. Noblemen. grand dames 
of soricty, chorus girls and flappers who were 
near enovgh to observe the apparel Knew that a young 
man of apparent prosperity had _ killed himself, 
and speculations as to his identity were rife. At 
the hospital his name and the address of his lodg- 
ings were disclosed through papers in his poc%ets. His 
parents were notifed-by telephone and hastened to 
the hospital. 

His father, Prof. William Bateson, is Known through- 
out the world as the chief exponent of the Mendelian 
laws of inheritance, which since their discovery have 
revolutionized the ancient s ience of stock breeding. 
Prof. Bateson has lectured niuch in the United States 
and Canada and in 1914 was president of the Pritish 
Association for Advancement in Science, which met 
that year in Australia. One of his boos, “Mendel’s 
Laws of Heredity,” has found universal acceptance 
amongst scientists. 

The Bateson family lives in a suburb, but for six 
months Martin Bateson had occupied lodgings in Lon- 
don. Awaiting him at his lodgings the day of his 


death was an unopened letter which heightens the 


pathetic drama of love unrequited. It is from the girl 
he loved, and though young Bateson had not read the 
Missive it serves to explain his desperation on the las’ 
day of his life, inasmu*h as it indicates to sonre extent 
What took place when he visited the voung woman 
She wrote: 

Dear Martin: 

After your extraordinary visit to me this morn- 
ing, | have decided to write this to you. You must 
never come here again. as |! shall always be “not 
at home,” and ! shall return anv letters unopened 
lam engaged, and your persistence annoys me so 
much that I consider it dishonorable. I am sorry. 
Sincerely yours. 

“The visit, no doubt,” said the Coroner when this 


_Tetter had been read at the inquest, “made it plain to 


him that any hopes he had in that quarter could never 
be gratified. This, acting on a highly strung, sensitive, 
neurotic youth, such as he undoubtedly was, seemed 
to have been the last straw. In a moment of intense 
depression and misery he shot himself.” 

“Suicide while of unsound mind” was the verdict. It 
is almost invariably the verdict in England. 

Exactly what took place on the occasion of that 
“extraordinary visit’ must remain an unwritten part

There was endless 
fighting among the Filipinos, and George the Greek 
hit at the Googoos indiscriminately whenever trouble 
began. Mackey, the mate and the chief engineer would 
stop it by coming up with a piece of oar or a hatchet 
Theré was not room in the boat for all the men to 
stretch out and sleep, and some of the fellows were 
obliged to snatch a wink sitting up.. In good weather 
two men could sleep on bow and stern outside the 
high tbulwarks that ran around the boat to protect it 
from the seas, not bad places except with high seas. 
when the water came over both fore and aft. Then 
the four men who slept up there had to come down and 
fight for places in the boat. We eased conditions 
finally by lashing oars across the top of the boat and 
covering them with the canvas sail. That gave ham-

Oct. 19. Fourth day in the lifeboat Harmon s

Still keeping two-hour watches at the oarge trying 
to hold our position against wind and curr@Mt Day 
broke fair, with high wind off Guam and sea in long 
swells. At ® o'clock Lieut. Holmes and Chief Engineer 
Howell gave out water and sea biscuits. Washed out 
the boat by working two pumps and letting water 
flow out through bailing holes. Took baths in water 
from pumps. Shaw and two Filipinos were forced 


under pumps and washed off. Bolin and Kane, both 
sick, were also washed off 

The sun beat down on us all day, and as we rowec 
we suffered greatly from thirst Hunger has ieft us 
all, and nothing is desired or spoken of save water 
The chief engineer and Second Engineer Olsen drank 
salt water during the day “Sparks.” Mackey and I 
drank a little toward evening, after the sun had gone 
down. The lack of food and water can be seen in 
the gauntness of the crew. Shaw still refuses to work 
He lies on his back, with his face to the sun, and 
groans ali day and night. 

A school of dolphins circled the boat at 7:50 p. m 
and stayed around us al! night. as the rowing con- 
tinued. No sign of sharks. Saw several schools of 
flving fish during the day. The wind increased at 
nightfall. We put a lantern on the mast to attract 
fiving fish, or steamers, if any should pass through 
the night. 

Oct. 22. Seventh day in the lifeboat. Harmon's log. 

We are now just a week in the lifeboat, and how 
many miles off Guam I do not know. We have ceased 
to row. and are drifting, bow to the seas, sea anchor 
out. Lieut. Holmes said there was over five miles of 
water under us, that we are in the vicinity of the deep- 
est soundings ever made. Five miles of water, and 
only six gallons left to drink! Mackey, Howell, Way- 
wood. Lieut. Holmes and !| decided that we would have 
to cut the water supply down. We are suffering bor- 
ribly from the lack of water now, about four ounces 
twice a day. The chow is going fast, too. ‘ 

The crowd is worried and angry. George the Greek, 
who is very hard boiled even for a fireman, hit Fran- 
cisco Benedicto, the little Filipino coal passer, twice 
today and knocked him down for bumping against his 
uleer. We are all getting tropical ulcers. The fight- 
ing at the center of the boat is constant. 

Second Engineer Olsen and Chief Engineer Howell 
have been sitting aft and arguing all day with First 
Mate Waywood and Lieut. Holmes Olsen said the 


mate was a fool for-turning command of the boat over 
to Lieut. Holmes. He said that Holmes was not a 
Lieutenant, but an Ensign, and that no Ensign could 
navigate a ship or handle a boat. The mate replied 
that nobody from the black gang could tell him his 
business, and if Olsen, a second assistant engineer. who 
had never been off West Coast steam schooners he 
fore, had wanted to make a kick why in hell didn’t 
he do it the night the Dumaru blew up, when the boat 
was turned over to Lieut. Holmes. We discussed our 
position. Lieut. Holmes said that we were near Sipan 
Island, that all our rowing and tacking had carried us 
that way.

Sixty feet 
straight down you iook, then 600 yards or more—a 
quarter of a mile across to another sheer bluff that 
‘rises 60 feet or so to the level where the interrupted 
road begins again 

Down this new-cul canyon you send vour bewildered 
gaze and find the quarter-mile of lost highway, pop- 
lars still] standing an’ beginning to gleam in the sun- 
ghine, other landmarks apparently normal. You could 
walk or drive along that section of transplanted road- 
way, if you eould reach if 

This is but an inadequate suggestion of one of the 
thousands of astounding things that happened in a 
remote part of China a vear and a half ago, details 
of which reached the outside world only the other day 
What scientists acclaim as the most stupendous cata- 
cysm of modern times happened in December of 1920, 
and yet it has taken nearly 1s months for the amazing 
story to trickle through the agencies of communication 
and reach us here, where the world really is orderly, 
and of azreealie routine. and to be depended upon 

The thing that happened in China was an earthquake, 
primarily. Natives of the province of Kansu, where the 
catastrophe took place. say “the mountains wal*ed.”’ 
According to official estimate, the mountains waled 
over about 200.000 of the natives, burying them alive 
Conservative statisticians who visited the earthquake 
area recenti¥, under the auspices of the International 
Famine Relief Committee, cut that estimate somewhat 

Ten large cities and many villages in an area of 
destruction 1{) by 200) miles in extent were swept away 
or buried under great landslides. Loose earth, a. mix- 
ture of clay and powdered guariz —the loess formation 
—poured in Vast \olumes over precipices, like waterfalls, 
or rushed headiongz down ravines, or si 
the mountains and hilis in horrible f 
gigantic gashes in the slopes 

These tremendous avalanches inundated with loose 
earth the lower lands, where abode man and beast, 
and far above the new levels of loess soi! arose a hor- 
rid spray of dust For miles and miles, in certain 
valleys and upon certain plains, this sea of soil un- 
dulated here and there, through that terrible night, as 
the seismic forces underneath continued at intervals to 
rock and churn the mass. Men and won'en and chil- 
dren, and beasis, wild and dumesticated, and houses 
and stables, stores and temples, camel trains, camps of 
Caravans, all were overwhelmed in a twinkling, some 
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Details of stupendous earthquake in re- 
mote China eighteen months ago 
just reaching Western world — 
Shock caused landslides that bur- 
ied cities and villages, 200,000 
people perishing — Sections of 
highways cut out and carried a 
mile — Moslems planning holy 
war buried alive in cave - + 


to remain buried forever, others to be thrust up 
again as the soil-sea churned and chafed 

Yet, notwithstanding the loss of from 100.000 to 200.- 
000 lives and a vast amount of property, the non-Mos- 
lem survivors of the cataclysm look upon the horror as 
a blessing. About three-fifths of the dead were Mo- 
hammedans, and the Chinese who oppose that faith 
declare that the earthquake was a visitation from 
heaven against the disciples of the Prophet. The sur- 
viving disciples, it is said, have not denied this ac- 
cusation; they have become surprisinely humble. 

“One of the most appalling catastrophes in history 
and, perhaps, the most poorly advertised calamity that 
bas occurred in modern times,’ is the way the Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine describes the earthquake 
in an article entitled “Where the Mountains Wal-ed.”’ 

“Though the -tremendous shaking-up occurred in De- 
cember, 1920, the story is only now beginning to spread 
beyond the narrow defiles which guard the entrance to 
Kansu Province,’ says the article. 

‘Mountains that moved in the night: landslides that 
eddied like waterfalls, crevasses that swallowed houses 
and camel trains, and villages that were swept away 
under a rising sea of loose earth, were a few of the 
subsidiary occurrences 

“Mr. Josef W. Hall (Upton Close), who visited the 
earthquare area under the auspices of the Internationa! 
Famine Relief Cummittee, has brought back one of 
the first accounts of the devastated country and the 
strange things that happen when the earth turns itself 
into a contortionist. The area of destruction, 190 by 
J00 miles in extent, contains 14 large cities, besides 
numerous villages. 

“One of the most dramatic episodes of the disaster 
was the burial of Ma the Benevolent, a famous Moslem 
fanatic, and 300 of his followers, just as they had met 
in conclave to proclaim a holy war. The cave in which 
they had gathered was sealed by a terrific avalanche, 
while the group knelt on their prayer mats 

“By sonie miracle the watchman at the entrance to 
the cave escaped with his life, but the others were 
buried so deeply that. despite months of digging over 
an area of a mile. the Moslems have failed to recover 
the bodies of their ieaders. 

“In another district Mr. Hail and his party found that 
a whole mountaiftopped by @ temple had slid into a 
valiey. A little beyond they found that a road bordered 
by poplar treas.nad ridden the crest of a slide for 
three-quarters of a mile, without apparent damage to 
the trees or even to the birds nests in their branches 
One astonished peasant looaed out of his window in the 
moruing to find that high hill had moved onto the 
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homestead, stopping its line of march within a few 
feet of his hut. , 

“The most appalling sight of all was the Valley 
of the Dead, where seven great slides crashed jnto a 
gap in the.hills three miles long, killing every living 
thing in the area except three men and two dogs 

“In a small town on the highway two strangers had 
put up at the inn on the evening of the disaster. In 
the terror and confusion that followed the earthquake 
the landiord completely forgot his two guests. It was 
not until several days later that he remembered them. 
and when, after considerable digging. their room was 
brought to light, both men were found alive. Stupefied 
by the shock, they knew nothing of what happened and 
imagined that they had slept through an ordinary 
night The landlord, however, in spite of remon- 
strances, did not neglect to collect room rent for the 
full. period of their stay 

‘The subterranean dragoh of Chinese cosmology, 
who, according to the Northwest China tradition, wag- 
gies his tail every 300 vears, this time played havoc. 
such as was never before recorded, with the face of the 
earth and the habitations of men Likely no other 
earthquake in scientific annals ever changed the phys- 
ical geocraphy of the affected region to the extent of 
the Kansu eataclysm. 

“The remoteness of the district in which the earth- 
quake occurred cannot but intrigue interest. Although 
the concurrent quakes in Chile and Salvador. the tidal 
wave of Yap and the eruption of Mount Asama, Japan 
are all history, the Kansu disaster is still news. What 
actually happened in this frontier province of China 
is only now, through the reports of the relief investiga 
tion expedition of which Mr. Hall was a member, 
being made known in anv comprehensive wa) 
Chinas capital and port cities 

“Had the quae disaster struck several hundred miles 
to the north, west or south, the loss of life would have 
been negligible As it happened, it selected for de- 
struction, in the agriculturally rich, terraced loess 
country of the southern half of the affected area, the 
most populous portion of the province; and to the 
north, although this part is principally uninhabited 
grazing land, several of the largest Mobammedan Chi 
nese cities, whith were teveted. 

“Altbough the density of population is not more 
than one-tenth that of Shantung or the East China 
plain, the loss of life from landslides, collapsed cave 
homes and falling buildings, together with death from 
exposure of the unsheltered in midwinter in this high 
altitude, was, according to official figures, 200,000, and 
according to the estimate of foreign investigators more 
than half this number 

“Following the Sianfu-Lanchowfu-Turkestan high- 
way, we ascended a smaH valley of steep grade di- 
rectly west of Tsingning. Suddenly the high rozed for 
a length of a quarter of a mile dropped qut of sight 
It had been cut as if chopped off with an ax, leaving the 
o-vear-old poplars and cottonwoods with which it is 
lined partly uprooted, like sentinels stricken at their 
post, upon the edge of the 60-foot gully which occu- 
pied the position of the road 

‘It was in this Valley of the Dead that the most ar- 
resting freak of the catacivsm occurred. Two sections 
of the ancient, well-packed highway, accompanied by 
the tall trees which bordered it. were cut from the line 
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of road followine the side hill, swept hundreds oft 
yards over the stream bed, and set, intact, upon an

MEDAL, found on a skeleton which was 
dug up in Kansas and now the property 
of Edward C. Hill of 5580A Etzel avenue, 
St. Louis, has been viewed with interest 
and closely examined by antiquarians and 
coin collectors, none of whorh up to this 
time has been able to determine its origin 
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or its value. 

The medal is 17-8 inches in diameter. Apparently it 
is silver gilt. It bears the date 1613. On one side is 
a Christ head in relief, encircled by the inscription: 

Ego sum via, veritas et vita,” which translated from 
the Latin means: “I am the way, the truth and the 
life.” 

On the other side is a relief showing the interior 
of the stable of Bethlehem with the Infant in the 
crib. Mary kneels as though in adoration of the child. 
Jehind her stands Joseph. Opposite them Kneels a 
third figure, apparently in medieval costume, though 
the garb may be that of a shepherd of a time contem- 
poraneous With the Nativity.
